.Robert Brent 
Mitchell 
was born in

he came to San Francisco and took up the 
practice of law. 


He amassed a fortune of $400,000 or 


moro by his ability at the bar, but the 
stocks fascinated him and he allied him- 
self with brokers until he finally gave up 
his law practice entirely, and the firm of 
Mulca.hy & Mitchell was formed, with of- 
fices in the Palace hotel and a seat on 
'he Ohlcago Board of Trade. 


COUNTLESS FRIENDS. 


Mitchell had countless friends. He was 


0. member of the Bohemian club and had 
many other affiliations, so business came 
to him easily and the firm prospered. But 
h« persisted in playing the markets him- 
self. Mulcahy objected to this personal 
speculation and 
finally withdrew from 


tlio firm.

Mitchell then plunged into speculations, 


nnd ns his own money dwlndled-he -be- 
gan to "bucket'1 his sales. He reached 
thr>. end of his resources December 24, 
3905, and two days later the account of 
his failure and his $200,000 liabilities was 
made public. His friends realized that 
he ivas helpless, penniless and In no posi- 
tion to make up his debts, so he was pro- 
yldcd with money and fled to Honduras 
sy way of New Orleans.

LTTTLE MONEY WOULD 


STOP ALL THE TROUBLE 


College Town Is Practically 


Free From the Unbearable . 


Insect. 


Traveling colonies of Argentine ants, 


the most dreaded species 
of domestic 


pests, which now occupy 5000 acres in 
California, have descended upon the resi- 
dents of this city, according to Professor 
C. W. .Woodworth, head of the depart- 
ment of entomology in the State Univer- 
sity. A communication from the noted 
scientist was received by the ..City-Council 
last night, explaining the situation 'and 
offering the aid of the university experts 
in ridding the community of the insect. 


Professor 
Woodworth explains in his 
letter that this Imported pest, which has 
occasioned 
depreciation In residential 
realty' values of more than 25 per cent 
in districts that have become infested, 
has traveled across the frontier of Oak- 
land into the conflnes of classic Berkeley. 
There the ant was met by a brigade of 
university'savants, and despite an heroic 
effort to make good its invasion, was 
swept back and almost eradicated. 
But

"burologlsts" have found it impossible to 
put little six-legs entirely out of busi- 
ness with the Oakland boundary but an 
imaginary .line and the city of Oakland 
a basis of invasion.

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Judge Densiwore's Delphic Decision. 


If the newspaper reports of the decision recently rendered by 


Judge Densmore of Riverside county, nullifying in. part and up- 
holding in part the woman's eight-hour law, are correct, the rul- 
ing of the court is decidedly Delphic. Apparently Judge Densmore 
has cut a piece out of the law and thrown it away as bad—the rejst 
c f i t h e decides t o b e good.

If the reasoning of the judge is good, the law as a whole would 


appear to be unconstitutional. The law was contested by the pro- 
prietor of the Glenwood hotel, in Riverside, on the ground that it 
violated the clause of the Stata Constitution which forbids special 
legislation. The act 'discriminates, inasmuch as it applies to only 
certain specified employments, other vocations being-excepted.--For 
instance, the law prohibits women employed in hotels from work- 
ing more than eight hours a day, but it permits, women employed 
in lodging-houses to work as many hours as they .please; a stenog- 
rapher employed in a lawyer's office is not restricted in her hours 
of work, but stenographers employed in stores, or banks, or rail- 
road offices are brought under'the eight-hour limitation. 


It was alleged in the Glenwood hotel case that this discrim- 


ination is in violation of the Constitution, that it is unjust and. op- 
pressive and destroys freedom of contract. 
When the bill was 


pending in the Legislature these objections were urged as fatal 
to its constitutionality. 
•

As we understand it, Judge Densmore has declared the law 


to be constitutional, but has added hotels to the employments ex- 
cepted from its operation. He says hotels are to be classed with 
lodging-houses in construing the law, yet the law distinctly says its 
provisions apply to hotels. Therefore—unless we are misinformed 
—Ju'dge Densmore has added by judicial fiat another discrimina- 
tion to the law. He has increased the number of exceptions by 
one and affirmed the act in other particulars. Perhaps the tenor 
of his decision has been misquoted, but if it- hasynot, it is a queer 
mixture of obiter dicta, sentimental philosophizing and legislating 
in defiance of the principle he'affirms is just. 
' 


With the object'the law seeks to accomplish 'every humane 


person will sympathize,-but the-question before Judge D'ensmore 
was not one of intent or of basic principle. In our ' opinion, the 
law as framed is abortive as a benefit to women .who are cotri-, 
pelled to earn their own living at wage employments, but that is 
not a question for. the courts to decide. The' question before Judge 
Densmore was one of constitutionality, not of sentiment or moral 
purpose. He was asked to determine whether the exceptions and 
discriminations in the law do not render it void. He has declared, 
apparently, that it does in one particular, but not in.others. His 
decision appears to fit a single local case.

TEA STATISTICS 


Ceylon, only about one-half as large as 


New Tork state. Is now exporting nearly 
as much tea as China sells abroad. China 
grows more than three -times as much 
tea as Ceylon, but the Chinese learned 
ages ago to love the fortifying cup. and 
their tea cron,. they think, is nearly as 
Important as rice or -wheat. They con- 
sume most of their tea at home. Tha 
people of Ceylon are not fond of the bev- 
erage and are content to 'raise the leaf 
for nations that want It. Practically the 
whole crop Is exported. 


Every continent has tried* to raise tea, 


But It Is now doubted that the- plant will 
thrive anywhere outside of Asia and a 
few of Its islands. Perhaps Natal, South 
Africa, is an exception, for tea growing 
seems to be fairly successful there. On 
the -whole, however, no varieties cif the 
tea plant thrive outside the continent 
where they origlnateil- 


Sixty years ago the French tried to 


Introduce the plant Into their country 
and Corsica. The results were discour- 
aging. 
Then they thought they might 


raise their own tea in Algiers, but tha 
experiment failed. In all other European 
countries where tea culture has 
been 


attempted tha leaf does not mature well 
and production is too small to be worth 
th.e trouble. All talk of raising tea in 
this country has amounted to very little 
.and the attempts to grow. It In Brazil, 
while not a complete failure, are still 
very far from making an Important In- 
dustry In South America. 


There is little doubt that the plant or- 


iginated in China, where It Is still found 
in the northern provinces in Its wild 
state. 
It Is not exactly known bow 


much tea Is produced and consumed by 
the Chinese. A French statistical pub- 
lication says that about 3,000,000 acres 
are planted In tea in China, that the 
yield is about 700,000.000 pounds a 
and 
year. 
that about 600.000,000 pounds are 


retained for home consumption, tha rwst 
being exported.—New, Tork Sun.

Two of these officers of the Fifth Reg- 
iment of .Infantry, -National Guard, of 
this city. Captain Fred W. 'Petersen, 
quartermaster, and Captain M. Herman, 
commissary, who were ordered to the. 
front for the-'purpose mentioned, have 
returned and state that the Information 
they acquired was' of a most important 
and practical character. 


TELLS EXPERIENCE. 


Speaking on the subject to a repre- 
sentative of THE 
TRIBUNE, today, 
Captain Petersen said: 
, 


"Captain 
M. Herman and .myself of 
the Fifth Infantry staff were ordered to 
report at .Sah Diego, California, .for duty 
with the brigade at that place. 
After 
reporting, we were detailed to duty with 
tho Eighth United States Infantry. 
Our 
first instruction was In the writing of 
field orders and the disposition of troops. 
For. your Information, .1 will explain that 
a field order is an order from a com- 
manding officer to- the conimamLl-ng1 of- 
ficers of the different units of the com- 
mand. 
A field order is divided Into 
several parts. The first part or heading 
contains the name or title of the issu- 
ing officer's command, ths place, date 
and hour of issue and the number of the 
order. 
The rest of the order, contains 
Information of the enemy's troops and 
of our supporting troops. 
It also con- 
tains the ge'neral plan* of the commander 
and the disposition of our troops. 
It 
closes by telling the position or place 
in which the commanding officer may be 
found or reached by phone, or telegraph. 
"After receiving the field order, 
we: 
were instructed to place our troops' In, 
a position to resist tne attack of the' 
enemy. 
This gave the militia officers 
a chance to show what they would have 
done under similar conditions in actual 
warfare. 
This. work was done by 'the 
militia officers in a. manner which sur- 
prised the regular officers who did not 
expect to see such a degree of efficiency 
among State militiamen. 


MAP-MAKING. 


"Our next work was In military map- 
making and road-sketching. 
Each mil- 
itia officer was given a sketching case 
and instructed to make a military map 
of-a portion of the surrounding country.- 
This work was done under the instruc- 
tion of a regular army officer. 
This Is, 
rather a difficult problem as a military 
map must be almost a photograph of 
the topographical features "of the country 
which is being mapped. It must show 
the different kind of roads, trails, water-- 
courses, rivers, hills and mountains, their 
height and percentage of slope. In fact, 
it must show everything -natural and 
artificial that would be of interest to 
troops. 
A military map must also have 
a scale of distances, either In feet, yards, 
paces or horse paces. The most Import- 
ant part of a military map Is to have 
the same drawn so that the north point 
on the map. will correspond to .the north 
point on the ground. 
" • 
"Our next stunt was a 30 mile hika 
from Camp Loma, San Diego' to Lake- 
side. This was the most strenuous .part 
of our 
instruction. 
Although Captain 
Herman and myself are mounted offi- 
cers, we concluded to hike in order to 
gain this experience. 
If you think this 
hike was a midsummer night's dream 
you are mistaken. It was more in the 
nature of a nightmare. . The 
weather 
was very .hot and the roads were hard 
and very dusty. We marched at the, rate 
of aboyj: three miles per hour including 
halts. That is we marched fifty minutes 
then rested ten minutes and averaged 
three miles per hour for the entire dis- 
tance. 


"We were accompanied by an ambu- 
lance company of 12 ambulance wagons 
and we kept that .outfit working over- 
time. 
The two regiments of Infantry 
lost over 100 men on account of sore 
leet and fatigue. 
These men were car- 
ried in the. ambulance 
wagons until 
able to walk. 


"Notwithstanding- that the'regular sol- 
diers - suffered so great 
a loss, there 
was not -an officer ...or a militiaman In 
the outfit who did not finish strong at 
the end of the hike. 
This shows that 
the mlllJaman compares very favorably

MACHINE-GUN DRILL. 


. "After 
our arrival at Lakeside, ws 
were instructed in machine-gun 
drill 
and actual firing at targets. This work 
is very interesting and shows that tfia 
machine-gun will play a very important 
part in. future wars, as they can fira 
over 600 shots per minute with one gun. 
The machine-gun is ca.rrted" on.(the back. 
oC a mule and Is placet!) on the -ground 
to be fired. 
"The gun can be taken from the back 
of the animal.and placed, on. the ground 
ready for action in about one and one- 
half minutes. 
From this, you can see 
what a power a machine gun company 
of three guns has. 
. .' 


"Our 
next Instruction was with the 
signal corps. 
This is, I believe, . the 
most efficient branch of the service. We 
received instruction in the use of the 
field buzzer and wireless telegraph out- 
fits.- 


"The field buzzer Is a wonderful little 
instrument and It is very 
surprising 
that it is not used in a commercial way. 
The instrument is not larger- than a good 
sized-cigar box arid Is vary inexpensive. 
It can tie used as a telegraph Instrument 
or a telephone. So great is the power 
of this little machine that It can be at- 
tached to a wire fence, instead of a 
regular wire, 
The 
wonderful part, is 
that It does 
. ijot matter 
a 
particle 
whether the fence nappens to be separat- 
ed in several places, because you can 
talk across a gap of 100 feet Just as well 
as though the wire was there. 


WONDERFUL MACHINE., 


"The wireless apparatus used by the 
signal corps is also a wonderful machine. 
The sending and receiving instruments 
ara^carriad in two small chests. A volt- 
age" of 15,000 volts is generated in this 
small space. 
The sending"1. instrument, 
used by this particular corps was rated 
Eft :about" 16 miles but .we'wefo able to 
communicate with tha..warships 30 .miles 
distant and received messages at great 
distances. 
"It takes about live minutes to get this 
apparatus ready for use. 
This Includes 
raising the pole that holds tha antennae' 
or arlels. 
.. . • 
. 
._-: 
"Our last day in camp was given over 
to a general review of all the work, we 
had taken up. Each' officer was placed 
on the carpet and questioned by an of- 
ficer from each of the different branches 
of the service. This examination showed 
that the militia officers had a great deal 
of valuable information 
and that tha 
government had made ~ no mistake in 
sending them from tha different States 
to the several camps.. 


"The instruction In our particular de- 
tail was under'the direction of Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel Walter K. Wright 
Eighth 
United States Infantry. 
This officer is 
a graduate of tha United States war col- 
lege and is one of the most competent 
in this line in-, the United States army. 
So you see that the National Guard 
is not what it used to be ten years ago 
when dancing' and a. good time made a 
successfulcamp. An officer who hdlds a 
commission in the Guard today must be 
student of things military or hfi^ cannot 
hold his job very long."

ably adopt the same system in connec- 
tion -with its plan for the general Im- 
provement o*t its police and fire depart- 
ments.1 


The officials spent yesterday afternoon 


in a detailed study of the mechanical 
means by 'which Berkeley policemen re- 
port to headquarters hourly from their 
beats. By pulling1 a lever in any part of 
the city, the officer on his beat causes 
a record to bo made at headquarters of 
the date, hour and box from which he 
"calls in." 
A policeman may not re- 
port from a box distant from his beat 
without Whe" tell-tale 
evidence 
of his 
having been away from his assigned terri- 
tory being- printed on the tape at th* 
City Hall station. 


FLASH SIGNALS. 


The samo system enables headquarters 
to call the eight or ten men on thetr 
beats at night within three minutes. Thisi 
has been done by means of the signal ' 
lights. 
The red lamps In various parts : 
of the city flash the numbers <»f the dif-j 
ferent .officers, who report In from their 
boxes. 
"When a residence burglary took place 
recently, the victim telephoned from his 
home to the .police station. Within five - 
minutes the night sergeant caused four 
patrolmen to appear at the house which.' 
had been robbed, giving the resident who 
had Informed police headquarters the sur- 
prise of his life. He had barely finished 
telephoning when the quartet appeared. 
as of from the clouds. . 
The - local department 
is In need of 
fifteen *more signal lights, however, for 
parts of the city which cannot now be 
easily reached by means of the system. 
The lights needed were included in the

The fire alarm system Is separate frqm 
that of the police. Although Berkeley is 
now better provided for in the matter of 
police and fire alarm telegraph than San 
DJego, the
